On Tuesday, September 1, at 1:00 p.m. ET, the Select Subcommittee will host a hybrid

in-person/remote hearing with Treasury Secretary Steven T. Mnuchin on the Administration’s
response to the country’s economic crisis.

This hearing will convene in person in 2154 Rayburn House Office Building and
remotely using WebEX, which has been approved by the House, at the discretion of the
Chairman, the witnesses, and other Members.

Strict adherence to the Attending Physician’s Guidelines_is required for all
participants attending in person.
